THE ENGLISH SPAKKOw. 


Janosvillo and other cities in Wiscon- 


'sin are to a certain extent over-run by 
the English sparrow, and it is becoming 
a serious question as to what moans shall 


• bo employed to exterminate them. They 
are multiplying with fearful rapidity, and 
'each year are increasing in power to work 
devastation. They won't leave tno coun- 
try. 
They won't die when winter comes. 


.They live somewhere during the bleak 
snows and the cold winds of the winter 
months, and in'the spring come out -with 
renewed strength to spread desolation. 
In Pennsylvania there is a law which 
'.permits everybody to kill the English 
sparrow. In that state they are becom- 
ing a greater terror than ever the wolC 
was in Wisconsin. They have spread over 
.the whole of Eastern 'Pennsylvania, aad 
are not only proving death to ether birds, 
bnt they are malyng destructive raids on 
fields and gardens. Each bird destroys 
ten times more than he can devour, and 
when tLo number that prey upon one 
fleld is counted by the tens of thousands' 
tho devastation, can bo more easily im-- 
agined than described. 


The time has come in Pennsylvania 


. when a systematic extermination o£ the 


sparrow must begin. Tho [shotgun will 


. be used iu destroying the costs, for that 


is the only way any progress can bo made 
in the work of extermination. To attempt 
to 
kill each individual bird would 


bo 
folly 
because 
they 
are 


numoered by the millions, and can 
never 
be 
blotted out in that way. 


This year there will be a general raid on 
tho nests iu all the towns, cities and 
counties infested by this pestiferous bird.

gram of tho murder of N. L. Dukes, by _tho 
sou of Capt. Jfutt: Last evening at Union- 
town, Fayetto county, about 7:25 o'clock, 
J-unes Nutt, oldest son of tho lato Capt. A. C. 
Nutt, shot and killed N. L. Dnkes, who on 
tho 24th day of December last killed Capt. 
Nutt. Dukes was standing' in front of tho 
Jennings House- when tho evening mail ar- 
rived, a. few minutes before 7,. and ho ro- 
nmiued there talking to several men, and was 
apparently iu a very flue humor, us he was 
laughing and conversing iu a free and easy 
manner at tho timo above stated. 
Ho 


started down to got his mail, tho postofflco 
being only a block from tho Jennings houso. 
Tho postofiico faces on Pittsburg street, and 
thu building in which it is located stands on 
tho corner of Main and Pittsburg streets, and 
has boon known, over since its erection, 
which was many years ago, as tho ''Round 
Corner." Tho room icuinodiatoly iu front of 
the postoflicc and facing on Main stroot has 
for many years been occupied as a drug store, 
but that has boon removed and the- front 
completely torn out, and is being remodeled 
for a banking-room for tho First National 
bank. Near Main street stood James Nutt,, 
and when Dukes reached tho spot, or got a' 
little beyond where ho stood, Nutii opened 
fire on him and

dead ran, pursued by Nutt, who again fired 
three more shots, two of which took effect in 
his back, only about two inches from the first 
two, tho fifth and lost striking him on tho 
loft ankle as ho was getting up tho postoftico 
steps. Dukes then had two stops to go up 
into tho postoffico, aud when ho i-oached the 
top ono ho foil forward on his face. Thero 
was an immense crowd of people standing 
around on tho outsido of tho ofllce, aud 
thoy ran in every direction for fear of being 
shot. Tho fifth ball grazed thoanklo, and^ 
glanced oil und wont through some lock-box." 
A number of person: rushed up the stops when 
Dukes fell, aud at tho samo time a policeman 
ran forward and caught Nutt, who made no 
resistance whatever, but said to the ofllcor, 
"H»iv, tako this," whereupon ho gave him 
his revolver. Officer Reggs said to him, "You 
have done a bad picco of work." Nutt re- 
plied, "Yes, but I could not help it." Tho 
officer took Nutt to jail, and Dukes was 
carried

Jennings Houso where Capt. Nutt was

Sturgeon arrived on tho scene of tho shooting 
and took charge of Dukes' body. Ho lived 
only about half a minute after being shot tho 
last time. A fnend of his was at his sido and 
lie tried to speak, but could only mutter some- 
thing so indistinct that hecould not bo under- 
stood. Ho evidently know -who shot him,_ for 
he turned around whon tho first shot was fired,, 
and looked at Nutt while ho was firing tho 
second shot, and then ran. As soon as Dukes 
was pronounced dead by the coroner ho was 
taken to the room whera ho killed tho father 
of tho boy who killed him. 


Tho coroner then empanelled his jury, 


which consisted of A. J. Gilmoro, foreman, 
George C. Marshall, Dr. L. S. Gaddis, John 
N. Dawson, IV. H. Miller and H. H. Hosk- 
noy, Jr. 
After the jury was sworn it was 


decided to .postpone tho examination of wit- 
nesses. 


The jury then proceeded to examine tho 


body. Dukes' coat was first takouoft and 
examined. Tho pockets contained somo pa- 
pers, which were not touched. Tho back had 
a few bullet holes iu it on tho left sido. The 
vest 
contained 
nothing of 
any 
im- 


portance, 
and 
the 
holes 
in 
tho vest 


correspond with tiioso in tho coat. A dirk- 
knifo was found hanging to tha suspender 
button on the left side, where ho could grasp 
it in an instant with his right hand. In tho 
iij?lit hip pocket was found thu revolver with 
which he shot Capt. Nutt. Tho dirk was 
ready for a closo encounter and tho revolver 
for long range. Many thought that tho re- 
volver used by Nutt wos the same ono his 
father had at the tiiuo Dukes killed him, but 
it was not. It was a Colt ^-calibre and not 
no large as his father had at the timo of his 
death. All these things were taken by the 
coroner. 


On a lato eraiiunr.tion of tho wounds it was 


found that three of tho bolls and not four 
penetrated his body. They aro so close to- 
gether that .1 ring four inches in diameter 
will cover them all. Two of them went dear 
through tho body and could bo seen just 
through tho skin, on tho right side of tho 
breast, and tho other ns near tho breast as 
could bo. This ouo fractured a rib. These, 
balls were pulled out and tho body probed l?y 
tho coroner and his father, Dr. Sturgeon. It 
was found tho bullets passed to tho right of 
and very noar tho heart. Tho third hole was 
then probed and the ball found lodged in tho 
muscular tissues of tho heart. This ball 
passed through tho lungs first and then into 
the heart. 


THE CAUSE OF THE TEAGEDV, 


The present tragedy is the sequel of tho 


murder of young Nutt's father, Cn.pt. A. C. 
Nutt, of Uniontown, Pa., by Dukes on tho 
L'4th of lost December. 
Capt Nutt was tho 


state cashier, and Dukes was a prominent 
lawyer of Unioiitown and a momber of tho 
state legislature. Tho circumstances of the 
killing were given in a dispatch printed in 
the papers tho next morning, as follows: 
Capt. Nutt arrived here from his official 
duties in Hamsburg on tbe late train lost 
evening. 
This morning ho came, 
into 


torfn. somewhat early for Sunday, 
and 


called npon nls nophow, Clark Breckonrldgo, 
cashiw of tho People's bank, of Fayette 
county. In company with a young relative 
named Croft they proceeded to Mr. Breckon- 
ridgo's bank 
Capt. Nutt hare requested 


young Craft to wait for him at tho hotel, as 
he desired to havo some- private conversation 
with his nephew, and Mr. Croft withdrew. 
Shortly afterward tho captain, accompanied 
by Brcckouridgo, crossed the street from tho 
bnnk to a hotel called tho Jennings houso. 
Thoy asked fft1 Mr. Djikes'^ room, _and were 
enown'up, ono" takiun one stairway and ono 
tho other. Mr. Dukes had informed his land- 
lady this moraine at breakfast that he wished 
his room placed in order-while ho was ut break- 
fast, showinc that tbo visit was not unexpect- 
ed. At tho doorway of Dukes' room the two 
visitors paused, and the captain entered uluiic 
and closed the door.

and fired at Nutt. The ball entered below 
tho left eyo and pierced the brain. He fell 
into the arms of his nephew. Consciousness 
must have ceased instantly, although ho con- 
tinued to breatho tor a few minutes after ho 
was shot. Ho held a cano in his hand, and a 
Colt's 38-caliber revolver was found on his 
pci-son, although ho did not have it out of his 
jjockot. 


Dukes was tried at XJniontown on March 


12 and acquitted on tho 14th. On the trial it 
was shown that tho father had boeu impelled 
to seek him out by a number of letters which 
Dnkes had written him, in which he confessed 
tho seduction of Nutt's daughter and gavo 
what purported to bo a circumstantial ac- 
count of tho manner in which she had mode 
advances to him ' He justified his acceptance 
of

though tho girl was of tender and ho 
of mature years, narrated what ho claimed 
to bo her adventures with various othor 
men, aud suggested that tho young woman 
might be spared exposure if tbo father would 
aid her in destroying tho growing evidence of 
a guilt somothing of which may bo imputed 
to the giddiness of youth and more to tho 
base, calculating scoundrelism of a mau 
twice her years. The remorseless letter fell 
upon the father with crushing weight. Tho

far as tho forms of law could do it. 
Tho answer was his murder. Tbo result of 
tho trial aroused the greatest indignation. 
Tho jurors were hooted wherever they ap- 
peared, and public meetings were hold iu 
which their action was denounced. Dukes 
wus compelled to resign his scat in tho legis- 
lature, and a warning from tho citizens con- 
vinced him that it would be well to leave 
Uniontown, and he fled for a time, returning 
only to moot his death.
